Washington, D. C., May 24.—[Special.}— 
Both in the departments and in congress a 
vallant effort in the direction of economy in 
government expenditures is being made. 
President Taft started the ball rolling by 
directing the department chiefs to make a 
persona! cut in thetr estimates for the coming 


year, and this has been followed by steps 


taken in congress with the same end in view. 
It always has been the habit for the heads 
of departments to make estimates consider- 
ably in excess of the amounts they expected 
to receive in the way of appropriations, and 
it has been equally the habit of congress to 


deut down those estimates, no matter whether 


they were good, bad, or indifferent. 

Now President Taft has directed the de- 
partment chiefs to cut out of their estimates 
enough money to wipe out the deficit. If 
congress follows its usual custom these esti- 
mates again will be cut down when the ap- 
propriations are made next year, and the re- 
suit will be a comfortable balance on the right 
side of the ledger with which Secretary Mac- 
Veagh will have to deal after the next fiscal 
year. It is a great pity that congress already 
has made the appropriations for the year be-

Washington, D. C., May 24.—[Special.}]— 
A comprehensive report on the meat indus- 
try of the United States, showing the ex- 
istence of a trust and its effect on prices, 
has been made to the British government, as 
a result of an exhaustive investigation direct - 
ed by the British embassy in Washington. 
A copy of the report has been furnished to 
the state department by Whitelaw Reid, the 
American ambassador in London. 

The report was valuable to the departmental

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Reductions Urged by Aldrich. 

In the senate today Mr. Aldrich, as chair- 
man of the committee on finance, found time 
to introduce a comprehensive resolution, the 
chief purpose of which was to be the cutting 
down of appropriations. Some little time ago 
the senate agreed upon a budget committee 
whose duty it was to be to make the appro- 
priations for the government on the basis 
of the expected revenue. 

In previous years the custom has been for 
each chairman of an important committee 
to secure every dollar from the public treas- 
ury which the senate could be induced to 
vote. There was rivalry between the dif- 
ferent committees and each endeavored to 
have large appropriations. The result was 
mat committees which were first heard 
ip the senate fared the best. Some of the 
most important bills always were delayed 
until toward the end of the session, the result 

being that they were deprived of the appro- 
Priations because of the extravagance ear- 
lier. 

The intention now, for the first time in a 
generation or two, is to have concerted ac- 
tion, not only between the different commit- 
tees but between the government depart- 
ments as well. It is believed that in this 
way, without crippling the operations of the 
government in any important degree, the 
expenditures can be cut down and the def- 
kit extinguished irrespective of what the 
new tariff bili may do to the revenue, 


Great Power Given Committee. 

Under the resolution submitted to the sen- 
ate today the budget committee is directed 
to make exhaustive investigations regarding 
the expenditures of the government. It is 
to be given the authority to send for persons 
and papers, administer oaths, and employ 
any necessary help. It will sit both during 
the sessions of the senate and during the 
recess. The scope of the resolution was such 
that the committee will be authorized to 
call before it all of the department heads 
and bureau chiefs. 

The purpose was not so much to cut down 
the appropriations for any particular de- 
partment as to reduce them all to a satis- 
factory scale. The difficulty in the past 
has been that the secretary of the treasury 
simply forwarded to congress the estimates 
made by himself and his colleagues. In 
each department there were things good 
enough in their way, but which read., could 
be omitted. 

Often there was rigalry between the war 
and navy departments as to which could or 
should spend the most money. Frequently 
the appropriations were made for things 
which were not absolutely necessary or which 
were at the best only experimental. Addi- 
tional clerks were demanded for certain 
work, whereas it was well known that the 
same work could be accomplished by work- 
ing the original force a little bit harder. 


Supplies Allowed to Waste. 

Supplies accumulated in both of the mill- 
tary departments and in the treasury and 
postoffice far in excess of the amount actu- 
ally needed, and there always was a large 
Percentage of the goods of various kinds 
which were spoiled during the period of 
forage, entirely due to the fact that the 
bureau chiefs, in their anxiety to equip their 
Own offices, overestimated thé needs for such 
Supplies. 

Finally, there was total lack in the gov- 
ernment of any codperation between different 
departments, so that congress was entirely 
at sea in regard to the total amount of money 
Which was to be put at the disposal of the 


. €xecutive officers. 


For the fiscal year just ended the total 
estimates amounted to 768.508.272. That 
was an increase over the estimates for the 
Previous year of over $75,000,000. There were 
permanent annual expenditures provided for 
by the department chiefs which increased 
the estimates to $1,079,449,288. The esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year are even larger. 


Good Record for Last Year. 
When congréss took hold of the work of 
Providing money to run the government for 
one year, from July 1, 1900, it was confronted 
with this official estimate of over @ billion 
dollars. Every one of the department ¢hiefs 
insisted that every dollar asked for was ab- 
Solutely necessary. 
There hes been no concert of action among 


them, and the appropriations committees of 


the house and senate had no means of setting

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Besides a joint interest in the stockyards, 
a striking indication of the possibility of a 
combination is found in the situation of the 
National Packing company. The report of 
the bureau of corporations, 
mentioned the genesis of the National Pack- 
ing company as being connected with the 
failure to form a general combination. 
There is no doubt that an amalgamation of 
the leading packing firms was contemplated 
in 1902, but failed owing partly to the finan- 
cial stringency at that time, and partly to the 
difficulties as regards the price at which the 
component firms valued their business. 

A capitalization of $500,000,000 was men- 
tioned, and the flotation was to have been 
financed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Schwarss- 
child & Sulzberger were said to have con- 
tributed to the collapse of the enterprise by 
demanding too high a price. The National 
Packing company was the shift to which re- 
course was had in consequence of this fan- 
ure. This. stock never has been on the mar- 
ket, and is practically all held by the direc- 
tors and persons interested in the Armour, 
Swift, and Morrie companies. 


Tells of National Company. 

N tite object of the National Packing 
company was merely to effect operative 
economies it would have been better done by 
merging the subsidiary companies with the 
concerns controlling them than by forming a 
new controlling firm, such as this company is. 
But if its real object was to facilitate com- 
binations it would effect this in three different 
ways: by facilitating the acquirement of 
outside concerns, which it has undoubtedly 
done; by facilitating the elimination of com- 
petition between the leading firms, who are 
jointly interested in it, which it obviously 
must do, as competition by one of the jointly 
interested parties against another would 
prejudice its own interest in the joint con- 
cern; and by affording a convenient oppor- 
tunity for the principals to meet and arrange 
prices or other questions regarding the com- 
bination. 

There is reason to believe that the prin- 
cipal independent firm, Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger, continues to act independently 
in spite of the repeated rumors that its stock 
is controlled by the trust or that it will be 
shortly absorbed by it. Such a rumor was 
recently denied on the ground that the ma- 
jority of the stockholders of the company 
had formed a voting trust to prevent rival 
interests from acquiring control of it, and 
that this trust has held a largé enough per- 
centage of stock to prevent any change in 
the control through the buying up of scat- 
tered holdings.” 


Result of Long Inquiry. 

Mr. Young's report constitutes the result of 
an exhaustive inquiry of conditions which 
have developed since the bureau of, corpora- 
tions published the report of its inquiry in 
1906. 

In examining the grounds for laying the 
responsibility of the present high prices on 
the organization of the meat industry in the 
United States, he considered first what in- 
fluence was exercised by the beef trust on the 
production or consumption of meat in the 
United States. He also looked into the ques- 
tion as to whether high prices could be at- 
tributable to a natural reduction of the sup- 
ply of raw material. Incidentally, he says 
cattle can no longer be considered as raw ma- 
terial, but since the development of the feed- 
ing industry have become a manufacture of 
which the price is dependent on the cost of 
fodder, more especially maize; on the value 
of grazing land, on the cheapness of money, 
and on various other factors. 

Such supplementary evidence as Mr. Young 
collected subsequent to 1905 tends, he says, 
to confirm the view that there has been per- 
manent, progressive appreciation of the meat 
prices due to economic causes connected with 
the increased population and decrease of the 
grazing capacity of land. Further evidence 
collected in connection with the abnormal 
appreciation of last fall tends to show this 
may be attributed to the scarcity of certain 
crops and to stringency of capital.

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DEATH PRIMARY ACT FACTOR? 


Scott’s Demise May Tie Supreme 
Bench on Decision. 


STATE FUNERAL IS PLANNED 


Passing of Illinois Judge Necessitates 
Special Election. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Springfield, III., May 24.—[Special.}—The 
death of Supreme Court Justice Guy C. Scott 
at Galesburg this morning was a distinct 
shock to the returning members of the legis- 
lature and to the state officials. Aside from 
the sorrow felt by his friends, including prac- 
tically every member of the executive, legis- 
lative, and judicial branches of the state 
government, Justice Scott's death is likely 
to have a decisive influence in legislative mat- 
ters. 

Preparations are being made for a state 
funeral, although the arrangements araten- 
tative. It is probable Gov. Deneen, the state 
officers, and numerous legislators will go to 
Aledo, the home of the justice, for the burial 
services. 

The house of representatives adjourned 
this afternoon as a mark of respect to the 
dead jurist after eulogies were spoken by 
Representatives Chiperfield of Fulton, Dona- 
hue of McLean, and Huston of Hancock. 


Tie on Primary Act Decision? 

There was much speculation to what 
may be the effect of Justice Scott's death as 
to the primary law deajsion. It has been the 
belief for some time that the seven members 
of the court had been seriously divided over 
the constitutionality of the primary act 
which has been brought before the court for 
review in connection with the primary fraud 
cases in the Healy-Wayman election contest 
from Chicago. 

It is the gossip that the court, prior to Jus- 
tice Scott’s death, stood four to three in favor 
of declaring unconstitutional the primary 
law. 

This is merely gossip, but, upon it as a 
basis, it was held today in Springfield that the 
court is now a tie upon the primary law, and 
that in any event a decision is not now ex- 
pected until a successor to Justice Scott shall 
have been elected and qualified. 

As to the general assembly, the point was 
raised that the haste to get a sine die adjourn- 
ment has been due to the fact that the legis- 
lative leaders had no desire to be in session 
should the Supreme court return next week 
and hand down a decision, which would have 
forced upon them the unpleasant duty of 
starting anew upon the enactment of a fresh 
primary law. 


Necessitates a Special Election. 

Justice Scott's demise necessitates a special 
election and a special primary, to be called 
‘by Gov. Deneen. The special election prob- 
ably will be held ninety days after the call. 
Political leaders from the district said Judge 
Robert J. Grier of Monmouth may be the Re- 
publican candidate to succeed Scott, with the 
probability that Judge Harry Higbee of Pitts- 
field will be put forward by the Democrats. 
Scott's term would have expired in 1912. 

The justice died at 7:20 o'clock jn Gales- 
burg hospital Gangrenous appendicitis 
caused spreading peritonitis and consequent 
exhaustion which did not permit him to rally. 

On May 13, apparently in the best of health, 
Judge Scott attended a banquet of the Rock 
Island Bar association in Moline. On May 
16 he was taken suddenly with appendicitis. 
Last Tuesday Dr. J. F. Percy of Galesburg 
took charge of the case, but did not attempt 
an operation owing to the serious conditions 
he found. Friday evening the judge was 
taken to the Galesburg hospital and the next 
morning an operation was attempted. With- 
out removing the appendix, which it was felt 
might prove fatal, the physicians placed 
drainage tubes in the opening after removing 
much pus. Judge Scott came out of the 
operation in good condition and during the 
day seemed to improve. Saturday night he 
did not rest well. 

Sunday afternoon he began to have flighty 
apells and did not rally as expected. The 


change for the worse came this morning at 


8:40 o'clock, after which he became uncon- 
scious. Mrs. Scott and their daughter were 
at. his side when death came. The funeral 
will be held Friday at Aledo. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

Judge Guy C. Scott was born on Aug. 14, 
1868, in Henderson county, III., and grew to 
manhood on an Illinois farm. He attended 
the common schools and then went to Knox 
college at Galesburg. He was admitted to the 
bar on Sept. 24, 1886. He opened a law office 
in Aledo, Mercer county, III., where he re- 
sided until death and where he practiced 
his profession until his election to the bench. 

In 1897 he was the Democratic candidate 
for Cireult judge of the Fourteenth circuit, 
but was defeated.

CHICAGOBOOSTERS ALERT 
City’s Deputations Arrive on 
Scene and Begin to 
Make Hay. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, May 24.—([Special.]—The 
house organization proposes to stand for the 
bond bills and to eliminate the Chicago re- 
striction demands from downstate sources as 
a factor in their consideration provided the 
senate will work out an agreeable plan fora 
referendum bill which can be passed! through 
the-general assembly before the legislature 
quits business. 

This information came directly from the 
inner circles of the house organization to- 
night and as a consequence It is believed the 
bond bills are in much safer circumstances 
than appeared possible last night. 

This belief is premised upon the theory that 


“the senate has not become wholly unmanage- 


able and that safe and sane discussion with a 
few of the senators who have been wabbling 
will be sufficient to convince them that the 
bond bills and the collateral referendum bill 
should become laws. 


House Conscience Not Factor. 


The house has passed the bond bills so that 
those measures as such are not upon the 
house ‘conscience. Warlike attitude of the 
house organization as to the referendum bill, 
which is not yet introduced, means the end 
of the bond bills, as everybody who is in- 
formed believes, so that the word from the 
front that the house leaders wish to have 
the issue pushed through on its merits is a 
substantial word of cheer. 

The Chicago friends of the bond bills arrived 
late tonight. They were preceded by sub- 
stantial delegations from down state cities 
who demonstrate a thorough interest in the 
measures and who are here ready to declare 
that a blow at the bond bills will hurt the 
down state cities more than it will Chicago. 
For this battle at least the down state city 
officials will join hands with Chicago and it 
is almost certain that the influence will be 
substantially felt immediately in the con- 
sideration of the bills themselves and the 
correlated issues. 


Chicago’s Position Stated. 

Hurt Chicago and you hurt us,“ is the 
talk of the representatives of the smaller 
municipalities and they are doing most effec- 
tive work in heading off the cry of the politi- 
clans that Chicago is about to become the 
dominating unit in state politics, which. after 
all. is the obstruction in the down state wind- 
pipe. 

From what Speaker Shurtleff and other 
leaders in the house management had to say 
tonight any sort of a fair referendum bill 
which can be prepared will be satisfactory to 
the house. Whatever bill is to be intro- 
duced will be completed before morning and 
will have the full approbation of enough iIn- 
terests on both sides of the capitol to assure 
the bill’s passage in both senate and house. 
If this can be arranged with agreement on 
all sides the bond bills should have compara- 
tively little trouble. f 

The anti-Chicago cry has decreased notice- 
ably since the arrival of the representatives 
of the down state cities with their plea for 
favorable action. 

Lack of Quorum in House. 

The house had a desperate time in transact- 
ing business during the day due to lack of a 
quorum. The speaker had earnestly re- 
quested the presence of enough representa- 
tives, both Friday afternoon, Saturday, and 
this merning. to maintain a quorum which 
could pass the bills which choke the calendar. 
There wis not enough until late this after- 
noon, and: they stayed long enough to pass 
two minor bills and then dissolved into mist 
Speaker Shurtleff admitted tonight that the 
failure of the members to be here for bust- 
ness during the last three sessions has put 
a serious crimp in a sine die adjournment 
Seturday night. 

The net reeult of the day’s work in the 
house was the passage of the senate's anti- 
San José scale bill by a vote of 79 to 0, and 
the passage of the senate's bill providing for 
the joint construction by counties of bridges 
which cross county boundaries. 

The message of Gov. Deneen vetoing the 
bill providing for an examining board for 
chiropodists was received, and the tax levy 
bill was introduced. Scores of bilis were 
advanced on the calendar, however, by unan- 
imous consent, and ali the buls which the 
senate has passed were reported in to the 
house and most of them sent to committees. 


Waterways Legislation at End. 

The deep waterways bill was one of the 
latter class. It came in this morning and was 
at. once referred to the house committee on 
waterways and canals, of which Representa- 
tive Smejkal is chairman. For all practical 
purposes the senate bill seems to be dead and 
it is predicted that the only action now in 
sight ig the death of the senate bill in the 
Smejkal committee and an end to any effort 
to push the SmejkaLDill now before the house. 
Reduced down, this means that waterways 
legislatién at this session of the legislature 
is at an end and a worthy subject for a spe- 
cial session of the general assembly. 

Holaday'’s uniform textbook bill was 
amended so as to apply to cities of 100 or less 
instead of 200,000 or less, and sent to third 
reading. The amendment takes the life out 
of the original bill. 

Senate bill 312 compelling the superintend- 
ent of public service of Cook county to pur- 
chase all county jail supplies was sent to 
third reading. It becomes effective on July 1. 
1910, if it is passed. 

Representative Shanahan recalled the om- 
nibus appropriation bill to second reading 
and amended it to provide that the governor 
may use the unexpended portion of the 6100. 
000 appropriation of two years ago for contin- 
uing the Illinois Central investigation, to per- 
mit the superintendent of public instruction 
to publish the report of the educational com- 
mission, and to authorize the commission on 
occupational diseases to continue its labors 
at an expense of 515.000. |

The house appropriation bills now total

$8,724,310 can be raised. Of this $3.500,000 
must be protectéd as a working balance. That 
leaves $5,224,000 available for appropriations, 
which amount deducted from the 319 500.000 
leaves, in round numbers, $14,200,000 to be 
raised by taxation.

SUICIDE “FAKED” BY SAYER 
TO AVOID POSSIBLE LYNCHING 


Negro Who Had Shot Woman Covers 
Self with Blood When Cornered—In- 
juries Are Not Serious. 


Lima, O., May 25.—[Special.]—Surrounded 
by police after a long chase, John W. Beam. 
a negro lawyer, “faked” suicide to avoid 
lynching which he feared. He was accused 
of murdering Mrs. Estella M. Diltz, a widow, 
who was shot last night at her home as she 
opened the front door in response te pounding 
upon the door. 

At the hospital where Beam was taken it 
was learned that hie injurtes are slight. He 
apparently rubbed blood in his hair and upon 
his face to simylate serious injury. 

Rumors that“ a mob was forming with the 
intention of lynching Beam caused Sheriff 
Van Gunten to remove his prisoner from 
the city hospital to the county jail tonight. 
Beam was escorted to jail under a heavy 
guard. 

Dr. U. S. Beam, a brother of the prisoner 


office and left for his old home in Kentucky 
today. Colored people urged him to leave, as 
they feared he might be lynched if he re- 
mained. Dr. Beam's wife is a white woman, 
and this aided in infuriating the residents 
against him. 

A search of Beam's papers in his office 
today indicated Beam was in love with the 
widow. A letter addressed to his wife, in en- 
dearing terms, was found in which Beam told 
of his love for Mrs. Diltz, which had ex- 
tended over two years. In concluding the let- 
ter directs: ‘“* Have Estella and myself buried 
side by side that we may arise together.”

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DECISION A RARE ONE. 


Case Practically First of Kind; 
Punishment to Be Assessed 
Next Tuesday. | 


Washington, D. C., Mag 24.—For the first 
time in so serious a case the Supreme court 
of the United States will on next Tuesday 
undertake to mete out punishment for the 
crime of contempt of the court itself, and 
the importance of the occasion will be en- 
hanced by the number of defendants. 

The proceeding will take place in connec- 
tion with the cases of ex-Sheriff Shipp ana 
Deputy Sheriff Gibson of Hamilton county, 
Tenn., and of four other residents of that 
county named, respectively, Williams, Nolan, 
Padgett, and May. 

These men were today declared by the court 
to be guilty of an act of contempt in combin- 
ing in 1905 in a conspiracy to lynch a negro 
named Johnson, who had been sentenced to 
death by the local courts.on the charge of 
rape, and in whose case the Supreme court 
had interfered to the extent of granting an 
appeal which Nad the effect of a supersedeas. 

On the night following the announcement 
of the court's action Johnson was taken out 
of the jail in Chattanooga by a mob and 
lynched. There was no resistance on the 
part of the jail authorities and Shipp and a 
number of his deputies, as well as about 
twenty citizens, were proceeded against on 
the charge of contempt of the federal court. 


Six Defendants to Be Held. 

The case has been pending since, and the 
number of defendants was from time to 
time reduced to nine. Of these nine three 
were found guiltless, while the other six 
were ordered to be brought into court next 
Tuesday for sentence. They will be taken 
into custody immediately and will appear ip 
court in charge of Marshal Wright. The 
sentence may be either fine or imprisonment, 
or both. . 

The case is regarded as of exceptional 
interest because it is practically the first 
time that the highest court in the United 
States ever has undertaken to assert its

By unanimous vote the city council last 
evening authorized and requested Mayor 
Busse to ask the war department to recall 
the certificate waiving governmental ob- 
jections to the construction of the lake piers 
projected by the Pugh Terminal company. 

The establishment of private bathing 
peaches and amusement parks without a ma- 
jority of frontage consent was forbidden by 
an ordinance which provides that in the fu- 
ture where the adjoining property is used 
for residential purposes, the consent of two- 
thirds of the frontage for 100 feet on either 
side of the proposed beach or park must be 
obtained. The ordinance does not affect 
beaches and parks already established. It 
was passed over the objection of Ald. Dever. 


Rehearing Is Not Requested. 
The wording of the resolution by which ac- 
tion to have the Pugh pier permit revoked 
was taken was more explicit than had been

City’s Request Disregardéd. 

Whereas, The wer department of the United 
States government on Feb. 26, 1900—four days be- 
fore the harbor commission’s report was trans- 
mitted to the city council—in disregard of the re- 
quest of the authorities of the city of Chicago that 
the granting of a permit be held in abeyance until 
the city had determined on its harbor plans, issued 
to the Chicago Dock and Canal company (a cor- 
poration organized by special act of the Illinois

Police Reserves Called to Save Helpless 
Lad’s Assailant. 


An assault by a husky division man kor 
an afternoon paper upon a crippled newsboy 
at the corner of Kedzie avenue and Madison 
street yesterday evening incited a crowd to 
threats of violence. 

Charles Kenney, the victim, lay unconscious 
at a late hour last night, while Capt. S. K. 
Healy of the Warren avenue police station 
was refusing bail for Thad Stephens, his as- 
sallant, because of the probability of the as- 
sault turning into murder. 

The attack, which was said by witnesses 
to have been unprovoked, was made at about 
5 o'clock when many people were congregated 
at the transfer point. Two men are said to 
have driven in a circulation wagon of the 
afternoon paper to the corner where Kenney 
was standing. One of them jumped to the 
ground and after a few words with the boy 
struck him in the face, knocking him fiat 
on the pavement. As the cripple lay there 
his assailant delivered a kick in the head 
from which it is feared the boy will die. 


Woman First to Interfere. 

A woman who saw the attack rushed at 
Stephens in a rage and slapped him in the 
face. A large crowd instantly gathered 
and made threats against his life. 

The excitement was so great that the first 
policemen on the scene sent in an emergency 
call and three patrol wagons responded. 
Many followed one wagon to the police sta- 
tion with the prisoner and many others fol- 
lowed the other to the residence of the boy's 
sister at 1088 Warren avenue, where the vio- 
tim was taken. At a late hour Dr. T. D. 
Laftry, 87 South Kedzie avenue, said that he 
could not tell whether or not the boy would 
live. 

Attempts to secure ball for Stephens were 
unavalling. 


Earning Way Through School. 
Kenney ie 20 years old, and has been earn- 
ing his way through Lewis institute by sell- 
ing papers morning and evening. He has 
made many friends and worked up consider- 
able trade at his stand.

In com- 
pany with Mrs. D. I. Gibson, a neighbor, they 
Ustened to the medium while she asserted 
the spirits were talking. 

He is being held in a basement near Jack- 
son park,” the medium continued. I don't 
know whether he was robbed or not. He will

Capt. Ludwig and Mrs. Gibsofi went to the 
park and made a search of the cellars of the 
old life saving station and other basements 
in the neighoorhood without finding anything 
that would indicate that Porter had been 
there.

Persons were found during the day who 
saw Porter after 2 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, when he left the hardware store of his 
cousin, Grant W. Porter, in Sixty-third 
street. They are J. Mermesheimer, a music 
teacher, and his wife, 6043 Madison avenue. 
Porter went to their residence shortly after 
2 o'clock and made a collection of $1.80. 

Porter was due at the office of the insurance 
company, 555 West Sixty-third street, at 3 
o'clock. He never reached there. 

The insurance company officials do not be- 
lieve that he was attacked by the two men 
who, he told, had followed him earlier in the 
week.

| Extravagance Cause of Deficit. 
Every report made by the treasury depart- 

ment tends to show that the existing deficit 


is due rather to extravagance than to any 
law to provide the nec- 


ment chiefs, and, secondly, upon congress. 
It has been the habit, as is shown, for con- 
gress to cut down the estimates made by the 
department chiefs. This is a desirable thing, 
but the trouble has been that the reduction 
in many cases has been Ill advised and fool- 
ish. The necessary expenditures estimated 
for by the departments have been reduced 
and totally unnecessary things which the de- 
partments did not want have been liberally 
provided for, the house committee on appro- 
priations being the chief offender in this re- 


The appropriations for one department 
have been swelled unduly and in other cases 
reductions have been made which have actu- 
ally crippled the service of the government. 
Congress is a lawmaking body, and has the 
constitutional right to withhold money from 
any of the departments. There is a grave 
question as to whether congress is acting 
rightly in supplying money for certain pur- 
poses without request gf the executive de- 
partment. 


Personal Wants Hurt Nation. 

It happens too frequently that some mem- 
ber of congress is interested personally or 
politically in some particular avenue of ex- 
penditure. To secure the money he thinks 
necessary for that purpose he persuades the 
appropriation committee to cut down in some 
other direction, the pesult being that when the 
annual budget of appropriations is made up 
the department chiefs frequently are con- 
fronted with a situation that they are ex- 
pected to spend money which they did not 
ask for and did not want, and for purposes 
they knew to be unwise, while at the same 
time they were deprived of appropriations 
for legitimate objects of expenditure which 
they had asked for and which were ahso- 
lutely necessary to proper conduct of the 
government. 

It is to secure real economy and co- 
operation not only between the big depart- 
ments, but between the executive branch of 
the government and congregs as well that 
the budget committee of the Senate has been 
organized and is to be instructed to take the 
necessary steps to secure an economical and 
yet liberal administration. 

President Taft having instructed the cab- 
inet officers to meet and compare the esti- 
mates, the senate budget committee will do 
the same thing in congress and endeavor, as 
far as it can, to correct the loose methods 
employed by the house committee. For this 
purpose the senate budget committee, has 
been made up in such a way as to include 
the heads of all committees which make the 
regular annual demands upon the treasury, 
the object being to secure if possible appro- 
priations for the year beginning July 1, 1910, 
which are to be made a complete estimate of 
the real necessities of all of the departments. 


Makeup of Budget Committee. 

This new budget committee of the senate is 
the strongest body of that kind ever or- 
ganized in either house of congress. It is 
headed by Mr. Hale of Maine, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, and includes, of 
course, Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
chairman of the finance committee. Then 
there are Warren of Wyoming, on the com- 
mittee for military affairs; Perkins of Cali- 
fornia, naval) affairs; Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, postoffices; Dolllver of Iowa. agri- 
culture and forestry; Clapp of Minnesota, 
Indian affairs. 

Besides them there are Senators Nelson, 
Minnesota; Gamble, South Dakota; Crane, 
Massachusetts; Carter, Montana; Bourne, 
Oregon; Cummins, Iowa; Burton, Ohio; 
Root, New York, all Republicans, and Mc- 
Laurin, Mississippi; Newlands, Nevada; 
Owen, Oklahoma; Fletcher, Florida; and 
Hughes, Colorado.

Witnesses Talk Under Protest. 


About half of those interviewed gave it as 
their opinion that the trust, otherwise known 
as the Big. Six, purchased under an agree- 
ment. The fact that many gave this view re- 
luctantly and in fear of consequences 
strengthens their case. The export business 
in live cattle is not comprised in the agree- 
ments as to the purchase prices.

Business Is ‘Distributed Equally. 
Especially marked is the uniformity in the 


distribution of business during 1901, 1902, and 


1903, as between Armour and Swift. Swift's 
pr n varied only from 56.9 per cent to 
57.5 per cent during this period. Disturbances 
due to the great strike of 1004 seems to have 
upset this agreement. Morris obtained an 
increase in 1903, but the proportion in 1904 
is the same as that for 1900-02. 

“It is impossible,” Mr. Young observes, 
“that such uniformity of proportion of bus!i- 
ness done by each firm annually could ap- 
pear year after year in all the branches— 
cattle, hogs, and sheep—without a systematic 
agreement. It seems evident there is an ap- 
portionment arrangement, not on a monthly 
basis, but on a system by which departures 
fromm the proper proportion in one season are 
corrected in the next.“ 

The uniformity is more striking in view of 
the fact that Swift has seven plants in dif- 
ferent localities, Armour & Co., five: Morris 
& Co., 3; and Cudahy, 3. As the receipts of 
stock at these centers have changed in rela- 
tion to each other, the normal result would 
have been to alter the whole business done 
by each company in relation to the localities 
in which its establishments were situated. 
That it has not done so, is indicative of a re- 
adjustment by an agreement. 


Changes Made to Counterbalance. 

Further, an examination of the changes 
in the business done at certain centers indi- 
cates that they are intended to counterbal- 
ance the changes at other centers, due either 
to the erection of new plants or to changes 
in the trade conditions. Other changes seem 


to have been intended merely to conceal the 


system of apportionment and to have no 
other meaning. 

No conclusion can be come to as to the 
inclusion in such an arrangement of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger. Their propor- 
tion of business has changed considerably 
during the period under observation and 
though this might be based on an under- 
standing with the other firms there seems nc 
reason to suppose that it is.” 

Mr. Young found considerable evidence as 
to the elimination of competition between 
the firms of the trust in the local markets. 
The method followed, known as “ pricing 
out,” consists, he says, in the obligation im- 
posed on members of the combine to require 
prohibitive prices’ for their product$ from 
possible purchasers in thé markets allotted 
to another member. There is, however, also

Such evidence of combination as Mr. Young 
refers to would be much strengthened, he 
says, if a community of commercial interest 
could be proved, such as would be sufficient 
to counteract the natural incentive to com- 
petition.

City by Armour and Cudahy, those at St. 
Paul by Swift. 

At Kansas City the stockyards company’s 
officers assert that they are independent, but 
Armour is interested in“ the stock. The es- 
tablishments of the Fowler Packing com- 
pany, under control of the National] Packing 
company, are said to be another attempt by 
Armour to control the Kansas City yard. 
Some time ago, by a secret contract, the 
packers got control of the Chicago Union 
stockyards under the threat of establishing 
their own in Indiana.

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AGENTS “HAUNT” MRS, YERKES 


One of Receiver’s Men Uses Gum- 
shoes to Sneak“ Silently. 


WIDOW ‘PRISONER’ IN ROOMS 


Court Rules, However, That She Can 
Come and Go at Will. 


New York, May 24.—[{Special.]—If you see 
a man who looks like a Central office detective 
changing his leather boots for a pair of rub- 
ber soled sneakers on the doorsteps of the 
Charles T. Yerkes house at 864 Fifth avenue, 
restrain yourself. He is merely one of the 
receiver's men getting ready for work. In 
„ neakers he can steal over the mosaic 
fioors in the Yerkes house with hardly a 
sound. 

But gum shoes have, on the contrary, only 
given Mrs. Yerkes a mere prowly "’ feeling. 
She knows that men are there, but she can’t 
tell where. In fact, things have reached such 
a state in the Yerkes house that the widow 
has to lock herself in her own bed chamber 
to enjoy homelike privacy. Her lawyer is au- 
thority for this. 

The whole situation was reviewed in the 
Court of Appeals on an order issued by Judge 
Cole directing the complainants to show 
cause why the order for the receivership ac- 
tion should not be suspended. 

The receiver's men have been holding forth 
in the Yerkes house, by shifts, since they 
gained entrance under the wing of an ice man 
on April 28. Mrs. Yerkes has declined to yield 
the possession of the house, contending it was 
not a part of her husband's estate but her own 
property. She has made several attempts in 
court to oust the receiver’s men, but has suc- 
ceeded in only getting them confined to the 
well known art gallery, which is mortgaged. 


Says Privacy Is Threatened. 


James Russell Soley, Mrs. Yerkes’ counsel. 
complained today that the ordinary living 
rooms of the Yerkes family, including the 
dini room, adjoin the picture gallery, and 
that the only way possible to avoid the ob- 
noxious presence of the intruders and to pre- 
serve the privacy of domestic life is for Mrs. 
Terkes to remain exclusively in her sleep- 


It jg necessary.“ says Mr. Soley in an 
affidavit, for members of her household 
to keep a constant watch upon the strangers 
present in the house in order to be sure that 
nothing is interfered with. But even under 
those conditions the quiet and repose of the 
household is disturbed at night by the move- 
ments of the receiver's agents, and the im- 
pression is conveyed that strangers are 
prowling about the house during the night, 
while their presence creates the constant 
apprehension among members of the house- 
hold that the privacy of their rooms may be 
mvaded.“ 

Furthermore, as Lawyer Soley set forth, 
there is more tangible objection to the pres- 
ence of the “ gum shoe” guards. The elec- 
tric light bill, it appears, has been more 
than doubled since the strangers took to ad- 
miring high art nightly in the Yerkes gal- 
lery. 

Lawyer Soley said it is getting along about 
spring housecleaning time, and if valuable 
articles in the house are to be protected from 
hot weather deterioration, they ought to be 
taken care of by Mrs. Yerkes, as she had 
eared for them for fifteen vears. Only a 
few days ago, it was said, Mrs. Yerkes her- 
self had begun to superintend the packing 
of some valuable rugs for the summer, but 
the guards interfered and bade her stop. 


Relates a “Gum Shoe“ Incident. 

“A gum shoe incident was related by 
Howard C. Dickinson, a young lawyer em- 
ployed by Mr. Soley. Mr. Dickinson says 
be believes that the man who changes his 
shoes is named Miller. The change did not 
take place, however, until Miller had en- 
tered the house. 

“It happened this way.“ said Dickinson. 
“ Immediately on the arrival of Miller he re- 
moved his ordinary leather street shoes and 
substituted therefor a pair of light rubber 
soled canvas shoes. In response to my in- 
quiry as t a reason for the said change of 
footgear he stated to me in substance that it 
enabled him to walk about and patrol! the 
premises during the night with the least pos- 
sible noise and without attracting the at- 
tention of the inmates.’’ 

Mr. Soley asked that Judge Wood's re- 
ceivership order be stayed and that the 
house be vacated of the receiver's agents. 
The Court of Appeals declined to grant the 
first request, but made a ruling regarding 
the agents. 

These are to be restricted to the ground 
floor and art gallery, and orders were given 
that Mra Yerkes shall not be interfered 
with on entering or leaving the house.

Hartridge Says He Will Publish 
Stories Long Kept Secret. 


DENIES TALE OF MOTHER. 


Threat of Disbarment Laufhed At by 
Man Who Sues for Fee. 


New York. May 24.—(Special.]—Clifford W. 
Hartridge, the former Thaw lawyer who is 
suing for fees and disbursements, today got 
back at Mrs. William Thaw for the statement 
issued by her on Sunday in which she an- 
ewered his statement of the preceding day. 
Harry K. Thaw also issued a statement on 
Monday, but Hartridge said he would pay 
no attention to what Thaw says, as his mother 
is.the responsible party in the case. 

The lawyer said he did not want to disclose 
all of his case at the present time, but within 
the thirty days allowed him he said he would 
file the bill of particulars ordered by Judge 
Hough in the United States Circuit court. 

Mr. Hartridge said Harry Thaw's state- 
ment that were there any truth in Mr. 
Hartridge’s claims he would have him dis- 
barred,” was ridiculous, as Mr. Hartridge 
never said anything about bribing witnesses 
or any such illegal proceeding. 


Text of Hartridge Statement. 

Mr. Hartridge’s statement follows: 0 

Mrs Thaw's signed statement, as appear- 
ing in the papers, contains three things. One 
is, according to her, that I will fail to be paid 
my money which she says gives her no smal! 
satisfaction. Satisfaction at the thought of 
not having to pay for work done for her and 
her son even if it cost the horrible truth about 
them both being known needs no comment. 

Second, she says: ‘I never have asked 
him to hush anything.’ In a letter of Aug. 15, 
‘My fear in regard to the 
Boston crank was lest he should publish such 
a thing as proposed. However, the opposi- 
tion might induce him to do so. This is a 
fearful penalty of wrongdoing that is of a 
public nature, such as Harry has committed 
—notoriety—the thing that is most to be ab- 
horred.’ 


Tells of Fight on Asylum. 

On or about Feb. 16, 1907, she wrote say- 
ing: ‘I cannot have my whole family 
dragged into needless notoriety.’ "’

which Hartridge takes up is:: It is nes to 
me that I asked him to keep my son out of 
Matteawan.

C. H. Sargent Gets 2 Years, His Help- 
mate 18 Months. 


PARIS, May 24.—On the charge of having 
maltreated young children confined to their 
care, Cecil H. Sargent, an Englishman, and 
his American wife, who was Josephine Savin 
of New York, were found guilty in the Cor- 
rectional court today. 

Sargent was sentenced to two years imprie- 
onment and his wife to thirteen months. In 
addition a small fine was imposed on each. 


Woman Attacks Mrs. Sargent. 

Witnesses testified that the Sargents had 
beaten the children and depri¢ed them of 
food. Mme. Marechal of Brussels, a witness, 
deciared that she had confided her child to 
the Sargents five years ago, and until re- 
cently had not heard any tidings of it. Ina 
burst of ungovernable fury she threw herself 
at the throat of Mrs. Sargent and tried to 
strangle her. Guards with difficulty pulled 
the enraged woman away. 

A curious development was a claim set up 
by a woman from Versailles that the Mare- 
chal child was her’s. Pending a solution of 
this the court ordered that the child be kept 
in the municipal orphanage. 


Advertised to Adopt Children. 

Sargent and his wife were arrested at 
Asnieres last February charged with gross 
in treatment of four children they had 
adopted. The couple has been in the habit of 
inserting advertisements in English and Bel- 
gian newspapers, offering to adopt children 
ior a money consideration. 

An effort was made to have Mrs. Sargent 
examined as to her sanity, but after an in- 
vestigation by a magistrate both of the Sar- 
gents were ordered to stand trial before the 
Correctional court.

Patten Sets Traders Guessing. 


Some of the traders seem to think Patten's 
manipulation in the September wheat is for 
the purpose of frightening would-be deliv- 
erers of wheat from making deliveries. 
Shorts who actually have the wheat to de- 
liver would hesitate to let go their actual 
wheat if the prospects looked bright to sell 
R at higher prices for July or September 
delivery, and would rather take their loss on 
the May options which they are short. 

An additional 30 cents was tacked on tothe 
price of flour by northwestern millers, mak- 
ing the ruling prices for spring wheat flour 
now $7 to $7.30 a barrel.

In the ninth, with two 
down, Harry Steinfeldt’s three base drive, 
combined with Alperman’s miserable and 
useless throw to catch him at third, gave the 
Cubs their third tally, one which looked un- 
necessary at the time. But that it was most 
important was proven in Brooklyn's half, 
when, with two down, Alperman redeemed 
himself for his bad chuck by tripling over 
Sheckard’s head, and Jordan followed with 
his lift into the street.

Henry A. Haugan succeeded Mr. Goddard 
as vice president. He is a son of the late H. 
A. Haugan and has been an assistant cashier. 
It has been generally understood he was in 
training for the head of the institution in 
the course of time. He is about 30 years old 
and was taken into the bank by his father, 

ho had reason to feel fully satisfied with 
the young man's development in the banking 
business. . 

C. Edward Carlson was elected an assistant 
cashier to succeed Henry A. Haugan.

H. G. Haugan, a brother of Henry, elected 
a member of the board of directors to fill the 
vacancy created by the death of H. A. Hau- 
gan, has been associated with his brother 
and John R. Lindgren both prior toand since 
the organization of the State bank.

Paul railroad, and one of the largest stock- 
holders in the State bank. The asressor's 
records credit him with the ownership of 674 
shares.

Demand for Armour & Co. Bonds. 

The demand for Armour & Co. 4% per cent 
bonds grew yesterday, and officials of Ar- 
mour & Co. and banks presumed to have i- 
fluence were almost besieged by requests for 
the bonds or for underwriting. The under- 
writing was all taken on Saturday. Kuhn. 
Loeb & Co. offered the bonds in New York 
yesterday at 95%, and on the curb sales were 
made as high as 97%. The local banks which 
were not in on the underwriting and those 
which were were bidders for bonds from the 
underwriters at 95%. 

The issue has Been an unusual success, and 
will take out of the market a great deal of 
high grade commercial paper. All packing 
eoncerns, from the nature of their business, 
are large borrowers of money, although they 
may at the same time carry a number of mil- 
lion dollars in cash balances. It is estimated 
that there is in Chicago Armour & Co. pa- 
per to the amount of at least $10,000,000. All 
this will be taken up and paid for in cash 

Although a good borrower will be removed 
from the market, Armour & Co. willhave thei: 
prestige advanced 50 per cent in a financial 
way. Free from floating indebtedness, the 
firm will be in stronger position than it has 
ever been. 


Other Packers May Follow. 

It is regarded as probable that at least 
one other of the large packing concerns may 
put out bonds to take up its commercial pa- 
per. While there is no authority for saying 
it, the guesses are that Morris & Co. will 
shortly have the matter under consideration. 


John Claflin Bullish. 

John Claflin, presidént of H. B. Claflin & 
Co., is quoted as saying concerning business 
conditions: 

The underlying conditions are splendid 
everywhere so far as I am able to judge. It 
seems to have been discovered in some quar- 
ters that there will be little change in tariff 
rates omthe new material of some large man- 
ufactories and little or no change on the 
manufactured products, and these manufac- 
turers are now going ahead to the full capac- 
ity of their mills and factories in the produc- 
tion of the various commodities. They were 
fearful for some time of drastic changes in 
the tariff, which changes might adversely af- 
fect their products, and they hung back and 
reduced their output as much as possible 
without shutting down altogether. 

This resulted in surplus stocks of goods 
which had accumulated during the months 
of depression succeeding the panic of 1907 be. 
ing disposed of and becoming used up until 
there are practically no surplus stocks any- 
where. Now the demand is increasing, with 
restored confidence, and in some quarters 
merchants are sending-orders which the job- 
bers have been unable to fill because of ina- 
bility to obtain goods from the factories." 


U. S. Express Stockholders.
